Lists are given in this Report of the numerous Periodicals and News- 
papers supplied to the Reading Rooms of the Chief and Branch Libraries. 


The News Rooms continue to be largely attended, and are frequently 
inconveniently overcrowded. The daily average at the Chief Library is 
1,550, and at the Branch Library 300 persons. 


Appended are Statistical Tables of the Issues, the Account of Receipt 
and Expenditure, and a List of Donations of Books during the year. 


These Parishes having adopted the Library Acts, on 19th May, 1856, 
stood alone in London and the suburbs until 1881, when a Library was 
formed at Richmond. During last year several Public Libraries under the 
Acts have been opened in London. The first adjoining Parish to adopt the 
Acts was Lambeth, 1886, and now there are Libraries in all the adjacent 
Parishes, except St. George’s, Hanover Square ; viz., Lambeth, St. Martin’s- 
in-the-Fields, Chelsea, Paddington, and Kensington. The Libraries of St. 
Margaret and St. John have been the pioneers, and have existed long 
enough to overcome all the prejudices against, and to make popular, Public 
Libraries. The Commissioners have been enabled to shew the value of Public 
Libraries, and by their long experience to assist and advise those gentlemen 
who have interested themselves in the adoption of the Acts in other Parishes 
in London and its neighbourhood. 


The Libraries are steadily being increased by the acquisition of 
standard works of a useful character, both for reference and lending—thus 
enabling the student to consult expensive books on all subjects—formerly 
beyond his reach. The Commissioners are pleased to note that the United 
Vestry have called the attention of the Ratepayers to the existence of these 
Libraries in the list of Parochial Institutions printed at the back of the 
Demand Notes for Rates. Such information will be beneficial in making 
these Libraries and Reading Rooms more widely known throughout the 
Parishes. 


The number of books in the Chief Library is 19,396, and in the Branch 
2,951, making a total of 22,347 volumes, counting three-volume novels as 
one, and exclusive of pamphlets and unbound magazines, &e. 


The Commissioners are glad to be able to state that the advantages of 
the Library are fully appreciated, and are able to report that the books 
generally are carefully used, and but few tickets during the course of the 


year have been cancelled for ill usage or carelessness with the books by the 
borrowers. | 

The negotiations for acquiring the Freehold Site for the new Library 
Buildings have been completed, but some delay will yet be occasioned by 
the extravagant demands made for some of the leasehold interests. The 
Commissioners, however, hope that this will speedily be surmounted and 
that operations will shortly commence.

Lists are given in this Report of the numerous Periodicals and News- 
papers supplied to the Reading Rooms of the Chief and Branch Libraries. 


The News Rooms continue to be largely attended, and are frequently 
inconveniently overcrowded. The daily average at the Chief Library is 
1,550, and at the Branch Library 3800 persons. 


Appended are Statistical Tables of the Issues, the Account of Receipt 


and Expenditure, and a List of Donations of Books during the year. 


The number of books in the Chief Library is 19,819, and in the Branch 
3,114, making a total of 22,933 volumes, counting three-volume novels as 
one, and exclusive of pamphlets and unbound magazines, &c. 


Since the issue of the last Report these Libraries have been deprived 
of the valuable services of one of the Commissioners, by the sudden death of 
Mr. Richard Austwick Westbrook. He gave constant attention to his 
duties, and the ability he at all times displayed, during the period of seven 
years, won the respect and esteem of all with whom he was connected. 


The Commissioners desire to express their regret on losing, through 
removal from the neighbourhood, the eminent services of Mr. Frederick 
Rose. He attended the meetings regularly during his term of office, and 
his sound judgment was a great assistance to the Commissioners in all 
matters connected with the Libraries. 


The several interests in the site of the proposed new Chief Library 
have been acquired, and the arrangements for the erection of the new build- 
ings are so far advanced that the works will be commenced shortly.

The daily average attendance in the Reading Rooms at the Chief 
Library was 1,900, and at the Branch Library 330 persons. 


Lists are given in this Report of the numerous Periodicals and News- 
papers supplied to the Reading Rooms of the Chief and Branch Libraries. 


Appended are Statistical Tables of the Issues, the Account of Receipts 
and Expenditure, and a List of Donations of Books during the year. 


The number of books in the Chief Library is 21,853, and in the Branch 
3,508, making a total of 25,361 volumes, counting three volume novels as 
one, and exclusive of pamphlets and unbound magazines. 


The Vestry having determined under the Local Government Act of 
1894 to take over the powers of the Commissioners for Public Libraries, 
Public Baths, &c., the management of these Libraries will in future be 
controlled by a Committee of the Vestry. 


In relinquishing the duties which the Commissioners have carried out 
for so long a period, they hand over in the Chief Library a building of 
which Westminster may be proud. ‘The limited size of the premises of 
the Branch Library at Knightsbridge has always prevented the improve- 
ments the Commissioners would have liked to have made, but until new 
premises can be secured, the best has been done. 


The ever-increasing stock of valuable and useful books in both Libraries 
is still much appreciated, as is shewn by the large and growing issue of 
books to ratepayers and residents in these parishes. The attendance in 
all the Reading Rooms continues to be very large, nothwithstanding that 
new Libraries have sprung up in all the adjacent parishes. 


The Commissioners cannot conclude without paying a tribute to the 
zeal and efficiency of their officers and staff. |
